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Neuma ier to Resig n a t Pa ltz in Sept. *72

NEW PALTZ 
Dr. John J. Neu maier today annou nced his intention to 
resign as president of the State University College at New 
Paltz, effective Sept. 1, 1972. 
Dr. Neu maier did not cite any one particu lar reason for 
leaving New Paltz; and did not detail specific plans for 
the fu tu re. 
Neu maier annou nced his resignation at a meeting to­ 
day with representatives of the administration, facu lty, 
staff and stu dent hody. 
A college spokesman said that “ou tside pressu re* did not 
in anv way” contrib u te to Neu maier’s decision to vacate the 
college presidency. 
Neu maier’s decision to resign was first made known in 
an Octob er 19 letter to Ernest Bover, Chancellor of the 
New York State University system. 
His resignation will b e presented to the State Univer­ 
sity’s Board of Tru stees when they meet Tu esday and 
W ednesday in New York City. Dr. Neu maier said he will 
not comment on his decision u ntil after the Tru stee Board 
acts on his resignation. 


Financial difficu lties at the New Paltz college are <een 
as a major reason for Neu maier’s decision to resign. "It has 
b ecome increasingly difficu lt,” he said today, "to try to di­ 
rect the college’s cou rse, particu larly in the midst of the 
cu rrent fiscal crisis.” He added, "even minimu m services 
. . . have b ecome difficu lt to provide.” 
"New Paltz has b een su b jected to severe b u dget redu c­ 
tions this year,” Neu maier added, “more than a million 
dollars from the b u dget originally recommended b y the 
Governor.” 
Neu maier also allu ded to the pu b lic criticism of his ad­ 
ministration du ring the campu s distu rb ances of Spring, 
1970, terming that criticism, "a concerted campaign against 
a college administration which was u nwilling to conform to 
the demands of those who b elieved that su ppression was the 
only proper response to a stu dent challenge of estab lished 
au thority.” 
“Happily for ou r commu nity,” he added, "and for the 
larger society, there are leaders and citizens in the region 
who have not accepted su ch au thoritarian attitu des.” 
Dr. Neu maier, however, did not indicate that the criti- 
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cisms against his administration led to his decision to resign. 
Personal plans for the fu tu re were also cited as a reason 
for his departu re. Neu maier said he intends to "seek a new 
way of serving society” and to "refresh” his "perspectives.” 
“One way to do so,” he said, "is to b ecome again simply a 
memb er of the academic commu nity.” 
“ I want now to renew my intellectu al, emotional and 
social energies so that I can participate more effectively in 
the stru ggle for hu man lib eration,” he add<*d. 
“I hope that mv resignation will afford me a greater 
opportu nity to address mvself in new ways and with renewed 
strength to these issu es.” 
Lawrence A. Qu ilty, chairman of the College Cou ncil, 
said today that Neu maier’s decision to resign is “very re­ 
grettab le.” "Dr. Neu maier has done a great job in the 
administration of college affairs,” he told The Freeman. 
Qu ilty said the College Cou ncil, comprised of area 
commu nity leaders, will b egin the selection of a new presi­ 
dent shortly. "W e will seek the advice of stu dents, facu lty 
and administration in selecting a new 
president,” 
said
